Governor Signs Bill to Codify Kentucky Intellicence
Fusion Center

Governor Steve Beshear ceremonially signed
House Bill 167, which codified an executive
reorganization for the Kentucky Office of
Homeland Security, creating the Kentucky
Intelligence Fusion Center.

House Bill 167, which was sponsored by Rep.
Bob Damron, also included several initiatives
related to the Department of Military Affairs
and the Kentucky National Guard. The
ceremony took place July 1 at the VFW Post
4075 in Frankfort.

“We thank the members of the General
Assembly for passing this important piece of legislation and extend our appreciation to federal, state, and local
partners in our ongoing effort to protect the citizens of the Commonwealth,” said KOHS Executive Director Gene

Kiser.

The fusion center is a collaborative effort of multiple local, state, and federal agencies to provide resources,
expertise and information with the goal of maximizing their ability to detect, prevent, investigate, and respond to
criminal and terrorist activity.

“I am proud to have sponsored House Bill 167, but this bill’s numerous measures certainly would not have been
possible without the help and hard work of all other legislators who sponsored pieces of legislation that became a
part of my bill,” Damon said. “The measures within HB167 signify Kentucky’s continued dedication to its
servicemen and women, veterans and homeland security operations, and I am honored to have been a part of its
passage.”
